The Laertes 
was hit amidships, a hole was shot 
through her funnel, her forward guns 
were damaged and she received also 
a shell in the dynamo room and a 
shot aft which wrecked her cabin. 
It was hot work, but at that moment 
the British light cruisers and battle 
cruisers appeared. 
It was the mo­ 
ment for which they had been wait­ 
ing and the execution was deadly. 
The first shot from one of the British 
cruisers sank a German cruiser which 
had been battering a destroyer.
